Treasury’s reduced volume of classified information and number of classifiers reflects this reallocation of resources 
and personnel and a significant reduction in inspections along with the on-going restructuring of the Department.

Part C - There were no Treasury original classification decisions reported for FY2016. The reason for significant change from last 
years report (FY15) to this years (FY16) reporting is due to Treasury's Office of Inspector General (OIG) evaluation of Department 
of Treasury's classification program, Reducing Over-Classification Act review. As a result of our OIG review, submitting offices 
were required to confirm some of the decisions reported as original classification decisions. It was determined that the original 
classification decisions should have been reported as derivative classification decisions. OSP has instituted new protocols upon 
receiving notice of any OCA decisions and will keep records of those decisions made by Treasury OCAs. This has significantly 
improved our overall original classification decision reporting. 

Part D - Significant changes were due to defining our total population of classifiers, sampled a smaller percentage of population to 
estimate total number of derivative classification decisions for a two-week period. OSP provided more communication guidance and 
hands-on security assistance with the Treasury Bureau/Departmental Offices action offices collecting data of sample population to 
ensure completeness and accuracy of reports. Approximately 15-20% of employees, within bureaus and departmental offices, were 
surveyed to calculate derivative classification decisions forFY2016 fora two-week sampling period. Calculated the sum of C, S and 
TS derivative classification decisions made by respondents. During our SF-311 data call, Office of Intelligence and Analysis/Special 
Security Office (OIA/SSP) reported that it does not currently have a separate derivative classification training for SCI indoctrinated 
employees, however the annual SCI refresher training does have portions that cover derivative classification and primarily markings. 
A separate derivative classification training is currently being developed for all SCI indoctrinated employees which will cover 
ORCON and ORCON-USGOV and will be ready for FY2017. The OIA/Office of Security Program's (OIA/OSP) collateral security 
initial orientation/training and the FY2016 annual refresher training significantly expands on overall classification principals, and 
emphasizes the original and derivative classification requirements.

Part I - Information Sharing reported eight Disseminating Analytical Products (DAPs) containing Treasury originated ORCON out 
of 284 DAPs for FY16. This equated to 2.82% of our DAPs that contained Treasury originated ORCON. 
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
